Women's War Service 

Friday saw the beginning of advanced 
claases in the Women's War Service Pro- 
gram. Students enrolling were divided 
into four groups to be given more intensive 
and detailed study in Âir Raid Precau- 
tions, Food, Health or Evacuation than is 
possible at the comprehensive Tuesday 
night meetings. Specialists in each line 
from the University staff will instruct 
each group. 

These advanced classes are entirely 
" voluntarj', and so far only 320 of McGill'e 
undergraduate women have signified their 
intention of taking part in one or more 
of them. The excuse heard on every side 
is "I simply haven't the time." But how 
often is that anf-wor given when a movie 
during lujichtin^c, or a coke between 
çlatses is suggested? 

Canadian young people seem to find 
. it difficult to realiïe how dreadful war can 
be, or in what a dangerous situation the 
British cause still is. It does not occur to 
'most of us that Britain may soon need ail 
the trained helpers she can get, or that 
there is a chance lliat even here in Canada 
jskilled emergency workers may be a ne- 
.cesûty. We are taking advantage of our 
present distance from the scene of action, 
forgetting that the British people are 
fighting to protect us as well as them- 
wlves. Germany does not want the Brit- 
ish Iele« alone, they covet the rich, largely- 
tindeveloped resources of Canada, Austra- 
lia and other possessions of the Empire. 

The time may come when women will 
, jaçèd every bit of knowledge that i« being 
fiiftade available to McGill women at the 
cost of sacrificing one or two hours a week.

In last month's American Mercury maga- 
7,inp, Goorgc .Tean Nathan tolls the bell for so- 
phistication— .t movpment in American art 
which according to this critic-progenitor Is on 
Its way out. To w, the sophistication fetish 
has always seemed somewhat intantilr, and 
tinged with that insincerity which only avid 
commercialism can lend. But then, The Phila- 
delphia Story is a flower of this movement, 
and though it hews clo.wly to type In every 
detail, it looks from thi.<; vantage point as a 
champion at the box office. 

Its central feature Is pace— and Director 
Goorgc Cukor makes his players step high and 
wide in this adaptation of last season's Broad- 
way .success. As Tracy Lord, Katharine Hep- 
burn lighLi into the role she created on the 
.stage like a thoroughbred and leaves the rest 
of Philip Barry'.s glittcrbug aggregation pant- 
ing in Hip icar, at the end of a somewhat un- 
believable sequence of events set in the rire- 
fied atmosphere of a millionaire estate. Of all 
the characters she alone creates something 
unique as the young divorcee who, on the eve 
of her second marriage learns painfully just 
what wrecked her first venture and takes heed, 
with but a second to spare. James Stewart 
as the highbrow reporter is Just James Stew- 
art or Mr. Smith the Boy Ranger if you pre 
fcr. Gary Grant as Dexter Haven carries off 
a familiar role with admirable aplomb. The 
rest o( the cast is completely competent, its 
powers enhanced by the sweep of Cukor's di- 
rection. 

What struck this reviewer more forcibly 
than anything else was thc^ hard polish of 
Barry's lines, and the way the players did not 
miss a trick In glibly to.ssing them around. At 
limes the (low of beautifully worded superfi- 
cialities sounded hollow coming as thick and 
fast as they did— even from this extraordinary 
batch of socialites, but then we did enjoy The 
Philadelphia Story, And most of these criti- 
cisms are by way of afterthought.

GYMNASTIC COMPETITION 

The Annual Wicksteed Gymnastic Meet which originated nearly 60 
years ago is scheduled to take place again this year on March 12th in 
conjunction with the Open Assault at Arms. This Competition is the 
oldest Annual Indoor Athletic Event at McGill and has seen many a 
great gymnast come and go. Literally hundreds of men have taken 
part in the competitions since they were first Inaugurated and many 
illustrious names grace the records of those holding the Wicksteed 
Medals. 

As in the past there will be three separate classifications as follows: 
fl) Freshman. (2) Sophomores and Juniors. (3) Seniors and Grads, This 
year however, the Meet will also be conducted on an Inter-Company 
basis with a Team representing each Company and points being awarded 
for participation as well as for placing. 

Dr. R. J. Wicksteed, a Mining Engineer of great repute, and head of 
this department at McGill in the years gone by, originated this Meet 
and made possible the presenUtion of awards to the winners ad infini- 
tum. In 1921 Dr. F. W. Harvey, former Medical Officer at McGill, and 
a great supporter of Athletics at McGill since that time, added an annual 
trophy for the best all-round Freshman gymnast. The granting of 2nd 
and 3rd Grade "Ms" was added a few years later and today the Gym- 
nastic Meet has become more of a tradition than perhaps any other 
sport carried on in the College. 

The Events which are included in the Wicksteed proper are the 
Side Horse, Parallel Bars, Horizontal Bar, and Mats, This year 'however 
the Vaulting Box and Flying Rings are also to be included as individual 
events. The winner of each all-round class will receive a Second Grade 
"M". In addition to this the Winner of Class (1) will receive the Dr 
P. W. Harvey Trophy, the Winner of Cla^s (2) a Bronze Medal and the 
Winner of Class (3) a Silver Medal.

Discussion ' Groupa Meet. 

Immediately following discussion 
K10UP.S met under the leadership of 
Rev. Robert Mackie, Dorothy Flem- 
ing and Alec Grant, to discuss re- 
spectively "Social Control of the 
Individual Conscience," ■Economic 
Inequality" and "The Need for 
Moral and Intellectual Truth." La- 
ter, in the evening, the findings of 
these groups were outlined. Brief- 
ly, these can be stated thus: tliat 
Christianity cannot be divorced 
from society, and that it is not 
achieved in its fiillnejis by the in- 
dividual but by society, and tliat 
Ihe problem of social control is one 
of kind rather than degree and to 
be a benefit to all implies the neces- 
sity of strengthening of Christian- 
ity; that there were three typese of 
group tension economically, work- 
ers with workers, workers with ex- 
ploiters, and that of factors for jus- 
lice with those against justice, and 
in conclusion that we as students 
align ourselves wilh the exploited, 
and study carefully what goes on 
with a scientific approach; that un- 
lets wc are able to honestly seek 
truth we are at tlie mercy of pro- 
pagandists and that wc need truth 
to guide actions effectively and fi- 
nally that wc must seek fullest in- 
formalion on the best authority, 
particularly in the realm of moral 
Iriith which is needed lo save us 
from confusion. 

On Sunday afternoon Mr. Mackic 
spoke on the World Student Chris- 
tian Federation and its work and 
efforts to keep in contact witli 
members in occupied countries dur- 



ing the present crisis. In the eve- 
ning he addressed the Chapel Ser- 
vice, held in Divinity Hall, on "The 
W.S.C.F. As a Key to the Scrip- 
tures," pointing out the relevancy 
of present persecutions in war torn 
countries to certain scripture pas- 
sages.

ter as he gave weird sketches of 
his teachers and noted doctors of 
his day. Among them were Sir 
Thomas Roddick, after whom the 
Roddick gates were named, James 
Stewart, H. A. Lafleur, A. D. 
Blackader and others. 

Analogies of the therapy of the 
nineties to that of the present day 
is a cardinal indicator of progress. 
Such things as vitamins were a 
mystery; doctors were afraid to use 
morphine because of its effect on 
the bowel and respiration; "606," 
arsphenamine, was not known; and, 
of course, sulphanalimide and sul- 
phapyredine were not to become 
known for thirty years yet. Pre- 
ana&thetic sedatives were not 
known; the barbitrates were a 
thing of the future. Ether, admin- 
istered by a mask onto which it 
was poured, was the all-purpose 
anasthesta. There was not the 
smooth induction of anasthesia that 
we have to-day. The motto then 
was "Hold them and soak them." 
Those who survived this gruesome 
ordeal lived to pray that they 
would never have to undergo it 
again. 

When at one point. Dr. Gordon 
suggested that his time was getting 
short, that he would have to omit 
some of his notes, hfi'was met with 
audible objection from everyone 
present. President Cooper thanked 
the speaker for his most excellent 
address.
